The Kynges moſt excellent maieſtie moſt graciouſly tendering the common wealthe ok this his 
'tealtne,beſides diuerſe remedies alredy pꝛouided, alwel in Parltamentes as in other conſultacions, hath 
fo2 remedie therok, of late, to his owne greate loſſe abated, and decayed the valuation of his coyne by 
his leuetal pꝛoclamations, thinking therby, the exceſſiue pzices of al thinges, of good congruence ſhould 
conſequently fail and abate, as by naturall reaſon and equite neceſſarely it ought and choulde. 
Neuettheleſſe, contrary to his graces expectacion, diuerſc vnſatiable and greedy petlonnes, in whole 
handes a greate parte of the victuall of this tealme by regratinge reſteth,being voide of all charitable 
regatde and reſpect to the comms wealth of their naturall countrep,foz theit owne wealth and filthy lu⸗ 
cre, do got onely by theit vndue, ſubtile and lintſtte pꝛactiſes continue their exceſſiue pʒices of all manet 
of victualles, but alſo almuche as in them lieth, dayly do inuent and ſtudy foz the increaſe of theſame, to 
the greate detriment and vtter vndoing of the greater parte ok his louing ſubiectes being foꝛced to fetch 
theit neceſſary victual at their handes, whiche his maicſtie wil noz can in no wile luffer.
